The questions were: 

“Do you know anything about $25,000 that 
was paid to one John A. Lee?” 

“Do you know anything about 
pail to legislators at Jefferson City?’ 

“Do you know anything about money 
paid to legislators at St. Louis?” 

“Do you have any knowledge of money 
paid to legislators by other persons than 
yourself?’ 

It was on the last question that Judge 
Douglas withheld his decision. 

Judge Douglass later ordered that Car- 
roll answer the fourth question, which was: 

“Have you any knowledge of money used 
by other persons to influence legislation?” 

Carroll answered that he had not. 

He was taken to the grandjury room to 
repeat the answer and the grandjury ad- 
journed at 1 o'clock.

So soon as the liquid was drawn 
off by the suction needle the pa- 
tient felt great relief, owing to the 
removal of the pressure of the 
liquid on the lung, and simultane- 
‘ously the doctors could hear pass- 
ing through that zone which this 
morning was declared to be imper- 
vious,.owing to congestion. From 
a pathological standpoint, the free 

assage of air was considered satis- 
actory, but more so were. the re- 
sults, the mental and physical relief 
which it brought to the Pope. He 
immediately showed an exhilerat- 
ing spirit. With a slight smile on 
his pallid face he whispered his 
thankfulness and bestowed benedic- 
tions on the doctors bending over 
him. The pontiff even stroked Dr. 
Mazzoni’s face, in the benevolent 
way which is characteristic of him. 
Then, with one hand, he rearranged 
his position, closed his eyes and in 
a few minutes passed into a calm, 
healthful sleep. 

The doctors remained by the 
Pope’s side, noting the regularity of 
his breathing and pronounced the 
operation to have been in every way 
successful and leaving no percepti- 
ble adverse results.

At 6:30 o’clock this morning he 
left his bed for an armchair. 

There was considerable excite- 
ment around the Vatican and nu- 
merous persons were going to and 
coming from the Pope’s bedroom. 
The relatives of the pontiff, Cardi- 
nal Rampolla and Pope Leo’s pri- 
wate secretaries remain in the 
chamber. Cardinal Rampolla has 
been receiving members of the dip- 
lomatic corps at all hours of the 
day and night. 

Following is the text of the bul- 


letin regarding the Pope’s condi- 
tion, issued at 9:20 o’clock this 
morning: ; 

The Pope passed a restless night, 
without sleep. Nourishment, how- 
aver, has been more freely taken 
and the general condition of the 
patient is a little more reassuring. 
An objective examination shows a 
change in the right of the thorax 
and the middle lébe of the lung, 
which up to yesterday did not ad- 
mit the passage of air, now allows 
the air to penetrate.

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POPE LEO’S DYING PRAYER. 


Pope Leo’s dying prayer, as written by himself and included in a volume 
of verse presented by him to each of the cardinals of the sacred college on 
the occasion of his jubilee, was written in Latin, but has been translated 


into English. It is as follows: 


Leo, now sets thy sun; pale is ita dying ray; 


Binck night succeeds thy day. 


Black night for thee; wasted by fame; life’s flood sustains 


No more thy shrunken veins. 


Death casts his fatal dart; robed for the grave thy bones 


Lie under the cold stones,

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HOW THE DEATH OF THE ~ 
PONTIFF IS PROCLAIMED 
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Cardinal Chamberlain Taps the Body Repeatedly With a 
Silver Hammer as a Means of Verifying the 
Departure of Life. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROME, July 7.—As cardinal camerlingo, 
or cardinal chamberlain, it was the duty 
of Pope Leo XIII, then Cardinal Pecci, to 
verify and proclaim the death of his prede- 
cessor, Pius IX. 

It will be the .sad duty of Cardinal 
Oreglia di San Stefat@, the dean of the 


sacred college and only survivor of the 
cardinals created by Pius {X, to perform 
that office for Leo. The process followed 
on these occasions is handed down from 
very ancient times. 

When the Pope's doctors declare that he 
is in a critical condition, the sacrament is 
set forth in all the churches in Rome. 
At St. Peter's it is exposed on the high 
altar, covered with white lawn, which is 
removed only when the Pope dies. 

When the pontiff dies, the supreme au- 
thority, until his successor is elected, is 
committed .to Cardinal Camerlingo. 

That dignitary, attired in full canonicals 
and attended by cardinals, prelates and 
laymen of high rank, goes to the chamber 
of death. 

Knocks on Body 

With Silver Hammer. 

Three times he knocks upon the door 
with a silver hammer. Then, advancing 
to the eouch on which the dead Pope lies, 
the cardinal camerlingo taps him with the 
hammer upon the breast and the forehead, 
calling him by name each time. 

The cardinal camerlingo now sinks to his 
knees and proclaims, in a loud voice: ‘‘Do- 
mincus papa noster mortuus est’’—“Our 
lord Pope is dead.’’ 

Attendants then hand to the cardinal 
camerlingo the fisherman’s ring and the 
other papal seals, together with a doc- 
ument attesting the death of the Pope. 

The present cardinal camerlingo upon 
being notified last winter of the severe ill- 
ness of Pope Leo, attended at the Vatican 
with his vestments and the silver wand 
in readiness. The Pope told him he need 
not be precipitate; that he would not be 
called upon for months to perform the last 
office for him. 

This incident put Oreglia into disfavor 
with Leo. 

The Pontifical nephews and the cardinal 
patron must quit the palace now. The

cardinal carerengo takes possession in 
the name of the apostolic chamber, making 
an inventory of what furniture has sur- 
vived the spoliation. 

Twelve penitentlaries of St. Peter’s 
Church with chaplains see the body shaved 
and cmbalmed with new perfumes. They 
vest it in the Pontifical habits, crown it 
with a miter and place a chalice in the 
hands. 

The cardinal camerengo sends inconti- 
nently for guards to seize the gates. “Ca- 
porioni’’ patrol day and night to suppress 
seditions or cabals. 

The great bell of the capitol, which only 
sounds when the Pope is dead, knells un- 
ceasingly. 

After 24 hours the penitentiaries 
and the chaplains bear the corpse upon 
an open bier to St. Peter’s Church, where 
canons meet. The ordinary prayers for 
the dead are chanted. 


Faithful Kiss 
Holy One’s Feet. 


The dead Pope lies in state on a lofty 
catafalque, where many tapers burn in the 
chapel of the Holy Trinity. Through the 
grills the faithful kiss the feet. 

After three days the corpse is lapped in 
lead. Fifty-two cardinals of the dead 
Pope's creation will put in gold and silver 
medals, having the effigy of their bene- 
factor on one side and some notable act 
of his upon the other. 

The leaden coffin is placed inside a cas- 
ket covered with cypress wood and walled 
up in some part of the Basilica. 

If the holy father shall have chosen his 
place of sepulchre, either when living or 
by his will, the translation of his remains 
must not take place untill at least one year 
shall have elapsed, except avast sum of 
money be paid to the Chapter of St. Pet- 
ér’s Church. Sometimes the cost is more 
than a million, especially in the case of a 
Pope who, having departed this life in the 
odor of sanctity, may one day be canon- 
ized. 

The expenses of the obsequies will be 
berne by the apostolic chamber. 

On the first and ninth day after death 
200 masses of requiem are offered, the first

It looks pow as if 
this rejection had been reconsidered and 
the offer accepted. This surmise is based 


on the continued repetition of the deciara- 
tion that no irregularities have been traced 
to Mr. Beavers. 

The grandjury here is still supposed to 
be considering the case of Gen. Tyner, 
who instructed his wife to rifle the safe 
in the assistant attorney general's office.

INIANOLA MALL 


Residents of the Mississippi City Are 
Supporting Private Post Of- 
fice by Assessment. 


J. A. Richardson, editor of the Sunflewer 
Tocsin, which is published in Indianola, 
Miss., was in St. Louis Monday. He is on 
his way to Omaha, to attend the meeting 
of the National Editorial Association, 
to which he is a delegate. 
« Speaking of the postoffice situation in 
Indianola, he said to the Post-Dispatch: 
“Our mall is brought te us from Heath- 
man, a plantation, four miles west of In- 
dianola, by a negro whom we call] ‘WiIl1" 
“Since Jan. 1, we have been without a 
government postoffice, but if President 
Roosevelt waits for the people of Indianola 


}te petition him for an office he will walt 


ten years. 

“We have a private postoffice, the only 
one of its kind in the country. Throughout 
the state it is called the ‘Confederate States 
Postoffice.’ The business men are as- 
sessed $1 a month for its maintenance and 
the private citizens are assessed 50 cents 
a month. Mrs. Lena Halstead is post- 
mistress. She gets about $23 a month. 

“Our man Will takes the outgoing 
mail to Heathman in a trunk twice a 
day, and returns with the incoming mail. 
Under the government regime we got 
our mail at 11:15 o’eleok In the morning 
and at 6:16 in the evening and now we 
get it abeut an hour later. 

“Our postoffice handles all kinds of 
postal business, except money orders 
and registered mail. 

“Our negro Will is a good fellow. He 
had both arms. out off at the elbow in 


a cotton gin, but he can handle the malls 
all right. He carries his mail trunk back 
and forth in a one-horse cart. He has 
had the job about four months. 

“All mail intended for Indianola should 
be addressed to Heathman. The reve- 
nues of the postmaster at Heathman 
have greatly increased since he got the 
Indianola business.” 

Indianola is the place where the people 
rebelled against the appointment of a 
negro woman, Mrs. Cox, as postmistreas, 
which resulted In the postoffice at that 
place being closed.

tween militiamen and a mob—the culmina- 
tion of the race riots that had kept the city 
in terror since Sunday morning. 

At 10:30 last night, the Evansville com- 
pany of 68 ; members of Indiana national 
guard, assisted by 200 special deputy sher- 
iffs sworn in during the day, while guard- 


ing the county jail, in which were 16 negro | 


prisoners, fired a volley of buskshot and 
bullets into a crowd of several thousand 
persons led by a hundred armed rioters 
who were pressing forward with jeers and 
threats, and hurling stones and missiles. 


When-the smoke cleared away, 31, wound- 


ed and dead bodies lay on the pavements. 
There is a contention as to who fired 
first—the soldiers or the rioters.

Officials believe there will be no further 
outbreak, although the utmost vigilance 
will be maintained.

Pitiful Scene 
After the Battle. 


The scene after the mob disappeared un- 
der the soldiers’ fire was pitifyl. 

Ed Schiffman, a painter, who was seen 
in the front ranks of the mob during tha 
evening, lay on the sidewalk, the top of his 
head blown completely off. 

A short distance from him Iay another 
man and close by another young man lay 
dead, with a bullet wound over the heart, 

All over the street, crawling and moaning, 
wounded rioters and onlookers tried to 
ease their- pain and escape. 

On Division street, lying between her 
grief-stricken father and mother, the little 
Allman girl was dead, with her breast torn 
laway by a buckshot charge. 

She was out driving with her parents, 
who, attracted by the noise, stopped a few 
minutes to watch the excitement. 

In the yard of the courthouse wounded 
rioters lay and back of the line of soldiers 
four of the militiamen had fallen. 

On the jail steps stood Sheriff Kratz. At 
his side was Col. McCoy of the First Reg- 
iment. Around them stood a few doctors 
and reporters. When the firing had ceased 
Capt. Blum reformed his men and gave 
them orders: 


“Take No Chances,” 


Were Troops’ Orders. 


“Keep that mob back. Call on them to 
halt. If they don’t halt, shoot them down. 
We can't take any more chances.” 

‘‘Men be careful, but for God’s sake keep 
a close watch,’’ shouted the captain, and 
his men prepared for another struggle. 

It did not come. The rioters scattered 
quickly, fearing that another charge would 
be made. They stood in knots around the 


corners in the vicinity uttering threats 
against the officers and the militia. 
“Let's go get the —— murderers,” called 


one. 
‘Down with them.” ‘Kill them,” and a 


score of cries were heard. Some of the 
rioters tried to change their positions, and 
were greeted with cres of “‘halt.”’ accom- 
panied by the clicking of rifle locks. 

Within half an hour the streets had be- 
come so quiet that care could be taken of 
the dead and injured.

Four wounded militiamen were taken to 
the courthouse, and later to their homes. 


Caring for 
the Injured. 


The others were taken to their homes in 
ambulanceseand carriages. This feat was 
accomplished with difficulty, as only a few 
men were brave enough to pick them up. 
Charles Presky, a 17-year-old boy, was car- 
ried into the courthouse. Through his 
wrist had gone,a buckshot and each foot 
was shot through. 

Many of the injured were taken away be- 
fore their names could be’ learned. The 
police department and ambulance corps 
were anxious that too much be not learned 
by the reporters and it was with the great- 
est difficulty that facts could be ascer- 
tained positively. 

Most of the killed and wounded were 
members of prominent families. There is 
much criticism of the militia, but the sol- 
diers probably acted within their rights as 
laid down by law and it seems that the 
sufferers or their friends and relatives will 
have no redress. 

After the shooting Col. McCoy tele- 
graphed Capt. McCoy of Company A, First 
Regiment, at Vincennes, and tried to get 
him by telephone to order his company to 
Evansville to relieve Company E. Sheriff 
Kratz looked to his deputies and volunteers, 
and handed out ammunition to the defend- 
ers of the jail. r 

Inside the jail 43 prisoners lay, terrified, 
in the darkness. Sixteen gf them were ne- 
groes. 

Lights were turned out when the shooting 
began and the prisoners moaned and wept 
in their cells. Telephone messages were 
sent from the jail to the hospitals and to, 
physicians calling for aid. 

The responses were quick, doctors from 
all over Evansville driving rapidly at the 
call. 

The Origin 

of the Trouble. 

The feeling against the negro populace 
of this city has been running high for 
some time, but it did not lead to rioting 
until the clamor to lynch Lee Brown for 
killing Patrolman Massey last Friday while 
resisting arrest, was made. 

Brown was taken secretly to Vincennes 
for safety. The mob stormed the jail Sun- 
day night, not knowing he was gone. 

Enraged at being outwitted, the mob be- 
gan to attack innocent negroes on the 


death. 

The negroes made the situation more dan- | 
gerous by defying the whites, bands of 
them going about the streets and threaten- | 
ing vengeance if Brown should be hanged. 

The trouble, however, appeared to be over | 
at dawn yesterday when the crowd ca 
persed. 

Quietude prevailed all day but it was) 
only the calm before the storm. Last | 
night, sortly after dark, the mob began to, 
collect again and soon, led by armed men, 
it marched to the jail where the militia and 
deputy sheriffs awaited it. 


BROWN TAKEN TO STATE 
PRISON FOR SAFE-KEEPING. 


VINCENNES, Ind., July 7.—Lee Brown, | 
the negro who was in jail here for safe- 
keeping after he killed Policeman Massey 
at Evansville and precipitated the race 
riots there, was today taken to the state 
prison at Jeffersonville by Sheriff Summitt 
on an order from Gov. urbin. 

At Jeffersonville Brown cannot be reach- 
ed by any mob.

The intense feeling against negroes has

9% That the Terminal Association secured control of the Merchants’ bridge Ter- 
minal Railway Co. in 1895 by buying a majjority of its stock, thus also securing the

HISTORY OF THE CREATION AND GROWTH 
OF THE TRANS-RIVER TRAFFIC MONOPOLY 


Following is a history of the various 
changes and consolidations by which the 
Terminal Association built up its monop- 
oly. Many of the facts are taken from a 
histerical sketch of the association writ- 
ten by its organizer and former geweral 
manager, Dr. Willlam Taussig, for the 
“Wncyclopedia of the History of St. Louis.’’ 

There are two ‘monopoly periods in the 
history of St. Louis bridges and terminals. 
One extended from the opening of Eads 
bridge in 1874 to the opening of Merchants 
bridge in 1890; the other from the passing 
or the Merchants’ bridge to the Terminal 


‘Association in 1895 to the present time. 


Mads bridge was formally opened July 
was the first bridge across the 
river and the St. Louis Bridge Co., which 
owned it, had a monopoly of the bridge 
business, its only rival in transriver traffic 
being the ferries. 

’ The bridge was built as the result of a 
prolonged demand for closer communication 
between East St. Louis and St. louis than 
by the ferries. The rail 


roads had been leaders in the demand, the 
agitation having begun in 1840. 
The bridge management consequently. ex- 


‘ 
being increased to $1,000,000. It was mostly 
outside capital. 


Union Depot 

Company Formed. 

Thus the freight business was provided 
for, but the handling of passengers still 
presented a problem. The result was the 
organization of a third auxiliary company, 
known as the St. Louis Union Depot Co., 
with $1,000,000 capital. The old Union Sta- 
tion at Twelfth and Poplar streets was 
bullt, 

The St. Louis tunnel had been built along 
with the bridge, having been opened for 
traffic June 24, 1874. It was operated by the 
St. Louls Tunnel Railroad Co., whose stock 
was owned by the bridge interests. 

Eads bridge with the tunnel and the ter- 
minals secured by the auxiliary companies 
tormed the first bridge and terminal mo- 
nopoly. It fixed arbitrary rates for transfer 
and for switching. The business men often 
protested, but their protests did not take 
definite form until 1886, when the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge agitation began. 

By 1880 the Union Railway and Transit 
companies of St. Louis and East St. Louis 
had exhausted their capital and two new 
companies were organized with a joint 
capital of $1,000,000. They were the Ter- 
minal Railroad companies of St. Louls and 
East St. Louis. 

This made altogether five auxiliary com- 
panies, all under the control of the _ St. 
Louls Bridge Co., which owned and oper- 
ated Eads bridge. Dr. Taussig says the 
bridge company practically paid interest 
at 10 per cent per annum on the capital of 
the auxillary companies. 

In 1881, the year following thé organiza- 
tion of the last two auxiliary companies, 
the Missouri Pacific and the Wahbasn, 
which were then, as now, Gould properties, 
leased the Eads bridge. 

In 1886 Jay Gould secured control of 
Eads bridge and the terminal! properties 
under its control by advancing money to 
redeem the stock of the several auxiliary 
companies amounting in all to $3,500,000, 
and to make extensions of the yards and 
tracks. 

Previous to this in 1882 Dr. Taussig, who 
was then manager of the bridge company 
and its auxiliaries, conceived the idea of 
consolidating the bridge and allied prop- 
erties under the single ownership of an 
association of the eastern trunk lines. This 
is the fundamental idea of the present 
Terminal Association, of which Dr. Taus- 
sig was thus really the originator. 


Dr. Taussig 
Planned It. 

When Gould secured 
Taussig laid the plan before him. 

“Another factor which pointed to 
necessity of such an organization,”’ 
Dr. Taussig in his historical sketch, 
in the jealousies and suspicions of other 
roads against Mr. Gould, who, as president 
of the Missouri! Pacific and Wabash rail- 
roads, was sole lessee of the bridge, based 
upon the belief that these two roads re- 
ceived undue advantages in rates and fa- 
cilities as against other roads.’’ 

Gould adopted Dr. Taussig’s idea as a 
good one and after three years of nego- 
tiation the Terminal .sa.a:iroad Association 
of St. Louls was organized in October, 
1889. 

The roads that joined it were the Ohlo &

Mor a time after its completion the bridge 
stood virtually idle so far as railroad traf- 
fic was concerned, while the management 
wrestled with the problem. Another thing 
that troubled them was that their bridge 
charter did not enable them to operate a 
railroad in either state. 

The outcome was the organization of two 
auxiliary railroad companies, one in II- 
linois and the other in Missouri. The Il- 
linois company was the Union Railway & 
Transit Co. of East St. Louls, and the 
Missouri company was the Union Rallway 
& Transit Co. of St. Louls.

The formation of the association merely 
strengthened the monopoly grasp upon 
transriver business. Side by side vwith 
Gould's negotiations leading to its forma- 
tion, however, had gone an agitation led 
by the Merchants’ Exchange for a second 
bridge to break the monopoly. The suc- 
cess_of the Exchange in its campaign fur- 
nished the only break in the continuous 
bridge monopoly. 

The movement for the second bridge be- 
gan in 1886, the same year in which Gould 
got control of the Eads bridge monopoly. 
It was a part of a campaign for better 
freight rates. D. R. Francis, chairman of 
the transportation committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange in 1886, led the campaign. 
In his report for the year he says his com- 
mittesé saw the necessity for a second 
bridge as soon as it began its work and 
first made the suggestion. 


Said It Would 


Break Monopoly. 
Mr. Francis, Seth W. Cobb, C. C. Rain- 
water, Frank Gaiennie and other leaders 


of the exchange pointed out that a second 
bridge would break the monopoly held by 
the Eads bridge, would secure lower bridge 
rates and would make St. Louis, instead 
of East St. Louis, the terminal point. 
They Went before Congress and secured 
an act authorizing the Merchants’ bridge. 
It was approved Feb. 3, 1887. It provided 


that the bridge should never be consolidated 


with any other and forbade the pooling of 
its earnings with those of any other. Its 
stockholders, directors and manager were 
also prohibited from holding similar po- 
sitions with any other. 

lt was the original intention that the 
Merchants’ Hxchange should own the 
Lridgos, but this was found to be illegal. 
The plan was accordingly changed and a 
commfttee appointed to represent the Ex- 
change and be the incorporators of the 
bridge. The members of it were Seth W. 
Cobb, C. C. Rainwater, D. R. Francis, Jonn 
Whitaker, John R. Holmes, John D. Perry 
and Jolin M. Gilmore. 

They re@&ilized that terminal facilities 
were necessury as well as a bridge and 
accordingly organized the St. Louls Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co., a 
separate organization from the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. 

They secured a franchise from the city 
for terminals extending from ehe bridge 


along the river front south three miles 
and then west toward the present Union 


Station. The franchise ordinance forbade 
the exaction of a switching charge in St. 
Louls in excess of $1 per car.

‘Louis were enlisted in the campaign and 
after the franchises had been granted the 
North St. Louls Citizens’ Association is- 
sueé an appeal to North 8t. Louls business 
men to subecribe stock in the bridge com- 
pany.

1888, and was formally opened in May, 1x90. 

As a resuZ% of Gould’s success in or- 
ganizing -t/4s association, the Merchants’ 
bridge inyerests found only the Vandalia, 
the Jacfsonville Southwestern and the 
Toledo, St. Louis & Western free to. use 
their tracks. 


Vandalia Withdrew 
at Last Moment. 


The other eastern lines, being in the Ter- 
minal Association, were bound to use the 
Eads bridge. 

Dr. Taussig says the Vandalia had also 
been in the Terminal Association plan un- 
til almost the moment of its consummation, 
when it suddenly withdrew. He says, “At 
the last minute after the contracts had 
been printed and agreed upon, the Van- 
dalia (Pennsylvania R. R.), who had been 
the most ardent promoter of the scheme.

As soon as the Merchants’ bridge was 
completed it had been leased to the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co., 
which was its railroad auxiliary, organ- 
ized and promoted by the Merchants’ Ex- 
change along with it. 

Under the terms of the lease the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal guaranteed the in- 
terest on $2,000,000 6 per cent bonds issued by 
the bridge company.

Of this 9v,W00,000 was paid to 
Jay Gould for the Eads bridge lease and 
the terminals which formed the nucleus 
of the Tggminal Association's property. 
The remaining $2,000,000 were reserved for 
extensions and improvements. 

Besides the lease on the Eads bridge 
which it secured from Gould the Terminal 
Association bought $2,000,000 of the common 
stock of the bridge company. This stock 
is held in trust by the Mercantile Trust 
Co. of New York, whicn votes ft. 

The consolidation of the bridges com- 
pelled the Vandalia, the Toledo, St. Louis 
& Western and the Jacksonville South- 
western to use the facilities of the Ter- 
minal Assoctation. 

Withtn a year they gave up their St. 
Louis terminals, including freighthouses 
and warehouses, and abolished their 
through bills of lading. East St. Louis once 
more became the terminal point of all 
eastern lines and the bridge arbitrary re- 
sumed undisputed sway.

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A MESSAGE WORTH SENDING. 
| Suppose, instead of the commonplace greeting President 
Roosevelt sent to Gov. Taft he had sent to the people of the 
Philippines a message like this: 

“I pledge all my energy, ability and power as President of the 
United States to the task of enabling the people of the Phil- 
ippines to enjoy the blessings of liberty and to secure a gov- 
ernment based upon the principles of liberty and equality em- 
bodied in the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States. 

That would have been a memorable message and it would 
have made the Fourth of July as blessed and memorable to 
the Filipinos as it is to Americans. It would have enhanced 
the blessings of the day to Americans because it would have 
been a notable step toward the proclamation of liberty through- 
out all the possessions of the United States. 

A message like that would have done more than merely 
go around the world; it would have thrilled the world with the 
spectacle of a great man at the head of a great nation 
placing the cause of human liberty above all other considera- 
tions; it would have cheered the lovers of liberty in all lands 
and struck a deadly blow at imperialism. Mr. Roosevelt could 
well have given up all that the presidency offers for the privi- 
lege of sending such a message to a people in bondage. 

It would have assured him the right kind of immortality.

The management of the Terminal Railroad Association say 
they have abandoned the hope of passing their terminal fran- 
chise bills. One of the association’s officials says that St. 
Louis has been influenced against “those who have built 
up the city.” 

This is a hard saying on the part of an official of a cor- 
poration which has been treated with unstinted generosity by 
St. Louis and which has requited that generosity by levying 
upon the city’s commerce a special tax not levied upon any 
other city’s commerce, and which places the city in an unequal 
position in the competition with other cities. 

St. Louis has built up the Terminal Association and has 
dowered it with rich gifts. The energy and ability of St. Louis 
business men have made the wealth of the association possible 
and have built up St. Louis despite the unequal and discrim- 
inating tax levied upon all St. Louis traffic. 

The reason that the bills of the association are not passed 

is because the association does not appreciate what St. Louis 
has done for it and what St. Louis means to its business; it 
is because the association wants everything for nothing and 
is not willing to give St. Louis anything for the magnificent 
opportunities for profit which St. Louis has given the asso- 
ciation; it is because the association is not willing to give 
St. Louis a fair return for the property and franchises it 
seeks, nor to concede this city equal conditions in the commer- 
cial struggle with other cities. 
The interests of St. Louis and of the terminal combination 
wqill be common when the railroads place St. Louis on an 
equality with competing cities and cease to be a tyrant at her 
gates, levying a special tax which crushes her commerce and 
checks her growth. 

Let us have a clear understanding of the situation. It is 
the terminal combine’s greed which stands in its own way 
and in the way of St. Louis. The St. Louis people ask nothing 
but justice.

The temper of a people, the spirit in which it faces any prob- 
lem, no matter where it seems to be located at a given time, 
must ultimately test institutions and determine conditions. 

If we go abroad to reverse American traditions of justice and 
tolerance, it is at home that we must pay the costs. 
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With a double system of blackmailing to raise campaign 
funds, the Missouri Democratic machine is certainly no better 
than a Republican machine.

School Teachers’ Salaries. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Before congratulating the teachers in our 


friends kindly compare the new schedule 
with the one in use last year? It will be 


seen that while the salaries of principals 
have been raised from a maximum of $2060 
to one of $2400, an increase of $340. or 16% 
per cent, the great body of teachers, the 
second assistants, have had a raise of just 
$18 per year, or from a miximum of $630 to 
one of $648; this is less than 8 per cent. 
Divide $648 by 12 living months and we 
get $54 per month. In the case of principals 
it is $200; not too much, but certainly out 
of proportion.to the others. A good domes- 
tic is better paid than are these hard- 
working women, who must pay carfare and 
board, as well as dress becomingly, and 
pay for educational and other literature, 
out of this stipend. Further, to reach this 
princely maximum, one must teach six 
years—her first year’s salary is $420, or $38 
per month, when divided by 12. We do not 
complain of the comparatively large in- 
crease made in some cases, but we think 
that the board should have distributed the 
total amount equitably apd that in no cass 
should there be less than $500 per year paid 
to the faithful teachers of St. Louis. It is 
not good policy to force teachers into an 
organization by lack of appreciation. Mor- 
ally, intellectually and socially, the board 
wants a high standard of excellence in 
teachers. It does not want them to feel 
that former boards were closer to them in- 
dividually and more fair. What has beet. 
done is a painful slap to those in whose 
hands the training of “young America 

rests. We ask that schedule be sub- 
jected to revision af t the just claims 
of all the teachers e equal recogni- 
tion. wy

At the next meeting of the Belleville 


board of education it is probable that a 
cresolution will be introduced calling upon 
Jacob Leiner and Adam Maurer to publicly 
apologize to the board and to Miss Clara 
Kreppelt, Miss Mamie Bates and several 
ether women teachers, who were called 
Mars by them at the last meeting. 

It is expected that the filing of charges 
and their expulsion will be the consequence 
eof refusal to apologize. 

What action will be taken will depend 
wpon Frank Gundlach, one of the members, 
who is a sort of fifth wheel in the board. 
Hie is the balance of power. There are 
two factions in the board. They stand 
four and four—A. B. Ogle, Dr. A. S. Hal- 
etead, John Rauth and Jacob Heinemann 
en one side and Jacob Leiner, Adam Mau- 
ger, Jacob Ehret and Adam Gintz on the 
ther. 

Mr. Gundlach does not at all value the 
power which he wields. His embarrass- 
ment is akin to that of the man who was 
located between the devil and the deep 
eca. He attends no more meetings than he 
has to, and the casting of a vote is a pos- 
itively painful thing for him to do. 

He is in business and dislikes to “take 
sides."’ His tastes incline him to associa-
